By Airplane from Szechuan, 


Hmrostoer 6, 1934. 


Dear 


Qnoe again I ckn writing from an airplane in swiftly moving China* It la 
one of eight or nine journey* I nust males by plane among these twenty cities, and 
the Govern©r of Snangai has just wired offering Ms plane If ws will make a flying 
▼isIt at Christmas to speak five days In his province* On this present trip we flow 
from Hankow in central China for 600 miles to the west In seven hours to Chsngtu, 
a olty of throe quarters of a million people* Below us the Yangtze rushes through 
the gorges 6,000 feet deep ae m fly shove the white rapids winding between the 
mountain peaks* The most powerful tugs and steamers fight their way against the 
stream, awd it is a breathless experience to shoot the rapids or fight against than 
in an open boat pulled by a long line of eoolles* The missionary who entertains me 
spent three months in making this ones dangerous journey whieh I now make In seven 
hours* The tedious ten day trip between the two cities we are visiting we now fly 
in two hours* 

The aeenery is magnlfioentl Below us are terraced r ioe fields, sugar cane, 
feathery bamboos, oranges and grapefruit growing in a semi-tropical climate at about 
the sans latitude as Jacksonville, Florida* The wild ducks are feeding in the river 
by thousands* We sweep In and out of these nighty gorges at a hundred miles an hour. 
We are in the far west of China* From the university campus ..hero I have been speak¬ 
ing they eon see the snows of Thibet eighty nilos to the west, while a little to 
the south are the borders of Burma and the road to Mandalay* This is the richest 
province I have ever seen in China, or in the whnla world* Beside it the rivers of 
Damascus sni the terraced rice fields of the little emerald island of Ceylon seem 
miorosooplo toys. While our western i tat os in America have boon swept by drought 
this vast plain and the abundantly watered terraced mountains have known neither 
famine nor flood for centuries. This rlohe province of Sseohnan sustains a population 
of fifty or sixty millions - larger than France or Italy and nearly as great as 
Germany* 


Tet this richest province in the most misgoverned in all China and is 
facing a serious oris is* In four respects it is probably the worst in China* 

1* In the amount of opium grown in fields flaming with the beautiful poppy, 
S*sd in the e nor m o u s quantity sold freely along the streets of all Its olties and 
smoked in the opium dans whieh are open all along the roads, rich Szechuan leads all 
China* It ia estimated that from 20 to BO per cent, of the population in various 
districts now smoke opium* Their sallow, leaden faces betray them aa victims, 

2* Militarism also is here at its worst in China. Vhero under the Manchus 
a few hundred "banner men" maintained law and order, now 300,000 worse than useless 
soldiers despoil the provinse, while their corrupt officers often keep back their 
pay and smoke opium* Most of the soldiers, unpaid for from six to twelve months, 
poorly olad and ill fed, naturally will not fight for a government that thus robs 
then* 












8. The peasants of this onoe rich province are desperately poor* robbed 
by the evor^oounting taxes lxpossd upon then by the lacy military and corrupt 
officials. In some scotions they here been forced to pay the land tax from ten 
to sixty years In adranoei In others the yearly tax Is levied every month. Poor 
peasants now become bandits and Infest the countryside. 

4. As a result of these three evils of opium, militarism end robbery of 
the poor. Communism is rising in this province more ominously than in any other in 
China. The Cojssuniste now hold the northeastern auction of the province and ere 
swarming along the southern border. In the seotlons captured by the Coroinists 
their cruelty is witnessed by great mounds covering heaps of deed at the entrance 
to each village. These inoluda all "kulaks and reactionaries", their enemies real 
or imagined, and many really poor people, vfhan they retreat the CoEWunlsts slaughter 
the aged also. Had they kept their promises of bringing relief to the poor and not 
struck terror into the hearts of the people by their sscruge cruelty, they vould have 
been weloomad by the peasants as bringing relief from the soldiers, officials and 
tax o oil actors. But their barbarous methods have repelled the Chinese. 

(tenoral fetng Ho Chung, the Communist Field Marshal whom I saw in the 
south, who has ranouased Coraamism writes thus to his former Communist Party members* 
"I am convinced that Conrauniea both in theory and praotlee is impracticable for 
China. The people do not really want Co wmmi a m i only you and I used to tell them 
that they did. Sow I repent when I remember how muoh suffering X oaused the people 
by forcing Communism upon them. In propagating Communism our original idea was to 
help the people. But at have they got? They ore poverty stricken* they have not 

owflMg h to eat or wear. The revolution was supposed to help the poor, but the result 
has bean exaotly the opposite of what wo promised them.” 

It was in the face of this desperate situation In Sseohusn that our 
meetings wore hold — the poisoning of the province by opium, the devastating of it 
by soldiers who fight eaoh other and the helpless peasants but not the Communists, 
the robbery of the poor by meroiless taxation and the danger of eapture by Conwuniets. 
We found the 16,000 students of the city of Chengta adrift end heart-hungry. They 
did not know which way to turn. All their old slogans and pa n ac ea s had failed them. 
Neither Confusion precepts of propriety and virtue, nor the Buddhist escape from 
life, nor the superstitions of degenerate Taoism, the cruelty of Communism, the 
impotence of paid humanism nor the slogans of the Revolution, the Kepublio or the 
Kuo Ung Tang Forty havo given them the motivation, the dynamic or the clear way of 
life w loh they orave. Only & few years ago in Chengtu the meetings of David Yui 
were broken up or spoiled by Cseminists and anti-Christian demonstrations, as wore 
sons of Professor Robertson* s lectures by the rabble soldiery| but now they stood 
silent often with almost breathless attention, as wo spoke on China*s Crisis, the 
Secret of Power and China’s v.'ay Out. 

During our weak in Chengta an attendance of sene 16,000 students, admitted 
by tioket only, orended the meetings and stood in the aisles of ohurohes, theatres, 
universities and schools. After the hardeot hitting on China’s desperate evils, 
and on their sins, personal and eoeial, they came hack end asked for more. One for- 
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eign observer wrote* "The terrific arraignment of the sins of Ssschuan fairly 
took nan* a breath mgr* One or too newspaper articles demurred, bat the general 
reaction a earned to be i fThla visitor la a true friend of China* He understand* 
our weaknesses and needs. Perhaps he la able to say things that wo would not be 
allowed to say. Those things ought to be said* He is speaking the truth. In lovo**" 

One Sunday morning. In a theatre crowded with 1,500 government students, 

X spoke for three hours* Many were willing to risk losing their dinner to eons 
for an after meeting to the Y*U*C,A*, where there was barely standing roam* 71 of 
then made their decision to enter the Christian life and 164 to enter classes to 
study Christianity and to practioe It by sons practical project to strengthen their 
needy country* Curing the week a total of 285 made their decision to enter the 
Christian life and 562 to enter Bible classes* There were two marvelous Chinese 
interpreters In President Lincoln Chang and Bishop C* T* Soong* The Chinese press 
oarried very full reports of the meeting to the province. The results were mads 
possible by the 160 missionaries and the fine Chinese leaders in this model station 
where there Is suoh complete cooperation between all denominations, between conserva¬ 
tives sod liberals, and between Chinese sad foreigners* 

After Chengtu we visited Chungking, a city of half a million population, 
for three days* There was an attendance of over nine thousand, or three thousand 
a day, at the mootings in this oostnerolal olty, and over three hundred enrolled as 
enquirers or oonverts to Christianity, Those are being followed up by a three months* 
course for groups in the study and praotioa of Christianity* Xn one question meeting 
OTOr two hundred written questions were handed In* The first tan of these were as 
follows* 1 


1* fihat should China's educational policy be and how oan we attain universal 
education? 

2* What is the meaning of life? VSiat is the relation b et we e n religion and 

life? 

3* Can religion save China? What do we need besides religion? 

4* How oan we aboliah militarism In China when it is so rotten and deep- 
rooted? How oan we stop war and premote peace? Has the League of Hat lone failed 
in the solution of the Manchurian quest ion? How can we stop Japan's invasion of 
China? 


6* How oan you explain the evil and suffering In the world? If there Is 
a Cod, Is Ha both loving and all-powerful? 

6* Xa Christianity an dly of imperialism and oapItalian? Xs it a form 
of oultural invasion? 

7* In the midst of world depression, unemployment, poverty and rural 
bankruptcy, how oan we solve the problem of soolal justice and the people's livli- 
hood" of which Hr* Sun Tat Sen spoke? 





9, What a an students do to sere China? Please suggest oonorete lines 
of sorvio®. 

0. How do you explain the oreatioa story in Genesis in the light of 
modern solonoe? Are religion and solenoo not In oonflietT 

10, What are you, Or, Eddy, a Christian sool&llst or what? Tell us something 
of religion In Buseia, If Russia can got along without religion shy oannot praotioal 
and materialistio China? 

Such are the questions they are asking in every City la China, The city 
of Hankow is already rising in the distruioe, and in a few minutes we shall light 
like a bird on the water, with this airplane arriving exactly on time, I hope to 
send you reports of the remainder of the twenty oltles In China as we visit them. 

In these two oltles the attendance averaged 2,400 a day with over a thousand decisions 
or enquirers for the Christian life.

Dear Kirby: 


Your letter is welcome, but I find it difficult to know how 
to answer your* proposal about the Fellowship# As you are aware I was not 
at all convinced about the state of affairs at that one council meeting I 
attended and frankly, the New Haven program did not present enough of a 
challenge to me so that I desired to make an effort to attend# You say 
it is different now# Will you let me have the chance to sit in another 
council meeting and learn more about the actual proposed program before 
giving you an anawer? You see I do not think that Nevin Sayre is realis¬ 
tic and until I feel sure that there is secretarial leadership which knows 

the actual issues to be faced, I cannot join up with the enterprise# I 

believe in the principles of the F.O.R. but I do not know that the preesnt 

group will struggle with the issues# What I have seen so far has not held 
reality for me# 

I am thinking that probably I am defeated in Passaic,although I 
shall not know surely for sometime. The situation is such that it looks 
almost impossible to do what only six weeks ago#held great promise. We had 
a fine start in a program of Workers Education, which has been almost de¬ 
stroyed by the activities of a union leader who cannot think in terms of 
cooperation. I am in the position these days of one who has cast his whole, 
life on a venture only to be confronted with failure# Of course I knew this 
held the possibility of failure, but now it seems here it is endlessly diff¬ 
icult# Sometimes the despair is toosharp, but other times and most of the 
days I am filled with peace and a kind of invulnerability# There is noth¬ 
ing like this kind of suffering to refine. Your article in the Christian 
Century holds great interest# There is much more I would like to say on 
the subject with which I am living these days. 

You will think me very vacillating about this F.O.R. quesbion# 

I live in this situation here filled with the hates, deceits, treachery 
political corruption etc# of some of the workers and at the same time in 
the midst of the oppressive power of the owners# I want to be clear and to 
have a working principle of truth in this area in which we are all con¬ 
cerned and when I get over into that F.O.R. group, it all seems so unreal 
in terms of my situation and nhat can be done# Perhaps I shall never be 
able to go out and spaak about pacifism because the forces in.the other 
direction here are so terrible and so overwhelming that I am impotent in the 
face of them as far as seeing this principle in which we want to believe at 
work# Again there is much to say about it all here# It is true that the 
kind of suffering to which I refer above is probably the best kind of disci- 
line for one who wants to live this way in which we believe.

Dear Friend I 

e arrived in Indianapolis about the middle of the 
afternoon on Sunday after leaving Columbus quite early in the 
morning* ’ e were both rather weary but grateful for the new 
friends made and old friendships deepened. 

rith reference to the literature program, it appears 
to me that two aims should govern Fellowship publications* The 
first should be to supply an educational and information service 
which does not overlap any other now in the field, but which has 
as its major reason for existence the furtherance of the reconcile 
lation principle* The second should be to oarry forward a senae of 
identification with the Fellowship as a growing and significant 
body of Christians. 

The first aim can principally be taken care of through 
the pamphlet series which we envisage. Both by careful selection 
of subjeots and by their distinctive point of view these publica¬ 
tions can maintain and develop the apologetic for the Fellowship 

and its aims. X am thoroughly committed to making all we can 
out of these pamphlets, and making each one compare at all points 
vith the heat that is being done. 

After considerable thought I have about reached the con¬ 
clusion that the second aim will hardly bo care^for by/the plan we 
have tentatively projected* "he plan of sending two copies of 
orld Events, two of Economic Fellowship and one News Letter eaehs 
month seams to me to be open to objection because: 

There is no continuity to such a varied assortment* 

Busy people appreciate having their material sorted, 
edited and served to them in the most convenient form, 
which this hardly is. 

Mailing and addressing costs will be high. 

Zt does not adequately oare for our need to develop the 
sense of personal identification. 

One of our major tasks, in my judgment, is to develop 
the sense of "belonging” which in its highest sense should char¬ 
acterize a fellowship. Loyal friends of the Fellowship of Reconcil- 
latlon have said that it was not correctly namedj that it should 
have been called "The Spirit of Reconciliation". It has been widely 
felt that the personal touch, the friendly, warm sense of identifi¬ 
cation which gives reality to the term "fellowship, has been lacking. 
wrynrnrh*rtt»rgw»tipwii The degree to which It has been lacking is of 
course debatable, but I believe that we will agree that it can and 
should he developed.

I am not saying this 
to anybody else, but -*■ want you to know that your complete 
commitment to the F.O.R., your active promotion of it and 
the fact that you hold the key position with reference to 
its policies was the thing which decided me to throw myself 
into its work. 

I enclose the carbons to two letters written to 
Nevin yesterday and today. I send them for your information. 
Please return them at your convenience, or file them and I 
will pi&k them up sometime. 

P/e attanded the Ohio meeting of the F.O.R. I had 
a two hour conversation with Nevin which clarified several 
things to me• Golda went along and sat in the meeting 
through the day. She is thinking her way through in good 
style and will make the venture with me thoroughly committed 
to the step. 

Are you planning to attend the Federal Council 
meeting in Dayton? I will be there on December 7 and 8, 
which I believe are the cays on which the social issues are 
to have the floor. 

Did you see the peace resolutions passed by the 
Disciples at Des Moines? I enclose a copy. Without too 
much pride, for I realize their obvious deficiencies, I 
confess to having written them and having had a part in 
arguing them through to a two to one victory on the floor 
of the convention. They are not perfect, but they are quite 
a lot for Disciples to bite off....Your influence has had a 
good deal to do with the fact that the Campbellites stand 
pretty well to the front in their attitude on war. ^he other 
day a fellow whE called me a fool for giving up an official 
position of leadership to go to the F.O.R. I challenged him 
on his assumption that official positions have very much to 
^o with influence among Disciples, and said that any man who 
honestly tries to decide which Disciples have influence must 
include Page and. Morrison, neither of whom carry the halo of 










heirarchical respectability. 

I have just checked through your leaflet for the F.O.R. 
and have returned it to Kevin with minor suggestions. It is a 
good piece of work.

Dear Kirby: 

Just as I sealed that letter to you the other night, my friend 
Anna Kula a.labor organizer came in with two striking dyers who had been 
out with her to threaten a worker with a beating* He supports his boss. 
rather than the union. They sat in my sitting-rooip fnrl planned the beating 
while I put on my hat preparatory to going out for supper with them# I 
said nothing because there was nothing for me to say. Someday nerhans we, 
Anna and these workers and I shall have experienced life enough 1 . together 
fend I 'shall have learned enough of truth and goodness in my own spirit so 
that in such a situation I can put to work the principles in which we 
believe as pacifists. It will take a long time for me to have the quality 
of life, which is of sufficient strength and beauty to bring goodness out 
of evil*and it will take a long time for me to be so a pari: of life here 
that I earn theijjht speak of these ultimates. Until then I cannot go 
about speaking%baut*’pa^i5ism. I wonder if you see it as it looks to me 
from this anjlo^on society. I guess I had better get off the council. 

If you do hot understand me on this or if you think I am blind 
about it let us have a talk sometime. At least this is true, I have never 
seen more clearly the implications for the life dedicated to the ideal of 
the way of non-resistance, nor have I seen as clearly the cost to be paid 
by one who would make his life of the quality to bring even one tiny flame 
of goodness from the darkness of evil.

I guess you are surprised to 
I had intended going to Indianapolis in June, hut after attending 
the Blue Ridge Conference and coming in contact with several other 
people, I decided to put it off as long as I could. I have spent 
the last few months reading and travelling and will continue to do 
so until the first of January, when I just must go to work, or 
else acquire for myself the reputation of a shirker. The reason 
for this strange behavior was that I felt I was not sufficiently 
educated to start a life’s work. Up at Blue Ridge I came in con¬ 
tact with problems and ideas which I had never before taken inter¬ 
est in, chiefly because my commercial course at U.T. was very 
limited in its scope. So I have been reading and studying every¬ 
thing I can get my hands on in an endeavor to make up for lost 
time, knowing full well ’twill be my last chance, since there’ll 
be no long vacations once I get started at Indianapolis. I intend 
to keep on studying up there, of course, but it will be on a much 
smaller scale. I shall try to heed your advice and keep spiritual 
things first in my life. However, I can tell already that it’s 
going to be very hard to hold on to my ideals once I get out in 
this matter-of-fact world. 

While at Blue Ridge Alfred and I heard several excellent 
speakers, among them McNeil Poteat, Jr. and Kirby Page. We got a 
good dose of Socialism; I don’t know yet what effect it’s going to 
have on us though. Ben D, came home in August, and then we all 
three rode back to California, visiting Uncle Hugh on the way. 

We also cut up thru Canada. It was a grand trip for us and very 
interesting. I saw Uncle Hugh for the first time in several years. 
He wants me to take a post-graduate course at Harvard Business 
School, but I believe I know enough of theoretical business already, 
since it is about all I had in my course at U.T. Alfred plans to 
go to Princeton four years and Harvard Law School three. He wants 
me to come up there with him next year at Princeton and study for 
my master's degree in some course or other. It does excite me a 
little as I am interested in the subject of philosophy especially, 
but I am not convinced that such a year’s study would be worth 
while. What I need most of all, I imagine, is some one to get me 
started up to Indiana right today for some hard, wholesome work. 

But I am giving myself a couple of months’ grace until the first of 
the year* I feel now that I really and truly want to leave then 
to start out on an active business career, but I know I shall hate 
to leave Newport, I love the simple life so. 

I made my first trip to New York last week-end to be with 
Alfred at the Tenn•—Pordham football game.

My dear Kirby Page: 

I regretted very much the necessity of discontinuing The World 
Tomorrow . It was one of the most profitable sources of my reading. But 
you are making a fine contribution in the Christian Century. 

This letter really refers to sdxat I hope will be the fulfilment 
of a dream I have ba d for sometime. I have been hoping that we might 
have you in our International Older Girls 1 and Boys’ Camps* The way is 
clear to give you an invitation for the coming summer to be with ue in 
the camps at Lake Geneva, first the Girls' Camp coming August 5-17 and the 
Boys' C«mp coming August 19-31* This would take practically the entire 
month of August* 

We are setting up a very interesting program for this year* There 
will be one aeries of classes, of which one course will be entitled "Besourcee 
Available for Christian Leaders." This is the sort of course in which we 
try to open up such possibilities as you have done so admirably in your book, 
Litrt ntr Creatively . In fact, that book mig^it bs used as a text or as a 

major source in the course* We would like to have you handle that course 
in both camps. Then another feature of the camps will be a study of the 
whole project "Christian Youth Building a New World" which will be carried 
out in part by commissions in part by the camp as a whole hearing the 
reports of these commissions, discussing them, and finally working out 
findings* The procedure for this part of the camp will be somewhat similar 
to that carried out by the Christian Youth Council of North America in 
its sessions last summer* We would eogtect you to make a very important 
contribution in this whole enterprise and perhaps be the chief resource 
leader in the consolsslon dealing with "Patriotism and World Peace*" 

For next year we are planning on raising the age limit a little 
so that we will have practically all high school seniors and college age 
students* We are planning on a careful selection of these persons, each 
denomination and state council being given a quota of representatives whom 
they will appoint* This gives us a well selected personnel which has great 
potential influence as they go back into their several units* Increasingly 
these camps are occupying a unique field of influence because of the wide 
contacts which their personnel have among our Protestant forces.

Of course, you are aware of the fact that these years hare been very 
difficult ones financially for the International Council* We hare had to put 
these camps on a largely self-supporting basis and that has been possible 
only because of great contributions made by our faculty members through 
largely contributed service* I realize you are not in a position to make 
such a contribution and that if you had other alternatives for which you 
could receive more adequate remuneration you would be quite justified in 
taking them* Nevertheless I an taking the chance of finding you willing 
either to consider this a sort of vacation period or of you finding yourself 
la a position to make the contribution. Here is what we ecu Id do* We could 
pay you enough to take care of the enrolment and full expenses of your son 
as a student in the Boys' Camp and as a guest of the camp through the Girls 1 
Camp* of your daughter as a student in the Girls' Camp and as a guest of the 
camp during the Boys' Canp, and of Mrs* Page as a guest of the eaatp through 
the full period* This would be equivalent to $115*00* Then* of course* we 
would take care of your own board and room and could pay you $50*00 cash 
toward your traveling expenses* I am making this proposal thinking of this 
as an outing for your entire family* 

You might, however, find it impossible to bring your entire family 
but possible to spend the month with us yourself* In that event we could 
take care of your board and room and pay you $125*00* I do wish we could 
make it more but we are working within an extremely limited budget* While 
we would be delighted, of course, to have your whole family with us, we 
will be most happy to have your services under either condition* 

If you could not come for the full period and could come for 
either one comp or the other, please let us know. We are very eager to 
have you because you will make a contribution which is just exactly shat 
we want at this stage in the development of our united youth emphasis on 
"Christiau Youth Building a New World." If you can come I shall count it 
a great personal privilege to have this contact with you* I have profited 
so much from the contacts I have had with you and by reading after you 
for many years*

My dear Kirby: 

I think you already know something of the united Youth Program that is being 
promoted vigorously by the Youth Section of the International Council of 
Christian Education, the International Society of Christian Endeavor, and the 
Youth Committee of my Department. Twenty-eight Conferences are being planned for 
March 1-10 and we are now selecting speakers for these Conferences. I am 
responsible for the fourteen conferences in the East, and Roy Burkhart, for the 
same number in the West. ^ 

In a meeting a few days ago, of the local Committee for the New York Metropolitan 
.Area Conference it was voted that you be asked to bring one address during the 
Conference, perhaps on Saturday, March 9th. and have charge of a Commitmejit 
Service on Sunday afternoon, March 10th. The Committee, I am sure, will want 
to use you, also, as the leader of a discussion period in one of the Commissions 
during the three days of March 8-9-10. 

Six representatives are to be appointed from each local church in the Metropolitan 
Area, four of whom are to be young people. We are hoping that we will have an 
attendance of from 1200-1500 young people. 

Indications are that we will be able to have the Youth Conference in the Riverside 
Church. I sincerely hope that you can plan to be present without fail and 
render this service in the New York Conference. This invitation comes from the 
Program and Personnel Committee of the Metropolitan Area having charge of this 
Youth Conference. 

May I ask, also, in behalf of the Committee having to do with the set-up of the 
twenty-eight Conferences, that you reserve your time for us from March 1-10 if 
this is at all possible. We will want you in several of the meetings. Your 
expenses of travel and entertainment will be taken care of in each ease. I know 
how very crowded your schedule is but I know also that you understand how 
important it is for us to reach the youth of today and help prepare them for 
tomorrow’s leadership. There is no man who is doing a greater work in helping 
to build a Christian world than your good self and we need your viewpoint andviiion 
in some of these Conferences.

Dear Kirby: 

In behelf of the Association and the students and faculty members who 
were privileged to be with you during the past weekend I wish to express 
our deep gratitude for the contribution which you so ably made to our 
spiritual lives. I would add to this my own personal gratitude. It was 
a real privilege to s pend Ihree days with you and to catch something of 
the spirit that sends you out to build the Kingdom of God. We have been 
receiving reverberations from your message since you ift. Our Monday 
night group gave an hour and a half to a report and discussion of our 
Saturday’s sessions. As a result of this discussion it is asking each 
member to put down his own personal conviction about a number of points 
which the group felt would be essential if one were to grow spiritually 
and live with loyalty to Jesus. 

I had a long session with Vin Bonderud on Monday. In regard to his actions 
relative to your visit he made so 4tempt t defend himself other than for 
a part of the time he was required b w ork and that he had examinations 
during the morning Convocation hours. After I pressed the question of 
choosing either between the Association or other activities he frankly said 
that he desperately wanted to live up to the highest ideals of the Associa¬ 
tion and agreed that what he had, not done in the past was due to his in¬ 
ability rather than his desire to do 'otherwise. He expressed a desire to 
work with a small cabinet of men who would commit themselves to the way of 
Jesus and who would set a side times for meeting each week when they would 
seek to discover spiritual resources and to grow together in their spiritual 
lives. We are calling a meeting rf the cabinet tonight to begin working on 
this basis. He and I have divided up the membership and are interviewing 
each member before that meeting in order that we may begin on a deeper 
foundation. Failing to get a sharp comeback on the question of his resigning 
from the office of Eresident and getting instead a desire to give as much time 
as was needed to the Association, I brought into the picture the other evidence 
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from Hal Colvin and certain members of our Advisory Board which gave 
emphasis of other people considering him a very weak president. I 
feel that X was able to be more objective and get further at this 
point. Vin and I are to have conferences regularly every day or two, 
and it is my expectation to press the question harder as we go along. 
The fact that at least half of the cabinet are thoroughly committed 
to the Association, being a rebel organization, will make it neces¬ 
sary for him to mean what he says or get out.

I tail-rod It all ever with Kirby in the feyton-Bilfenore Betel* Clearly 
there has been considerable misunderstanding between you and us in the 
development of what has happened alnoe our first talk and ywr lfetter of 
Fepfcerher Iff which outlined tie original plana* Too ask us to re-examine 
the steps taken since* They wro in our view as follow t 

(1) At our exooutlve oomittee nesting on September 28, 
at wMoh Vincent Eioholeon and Will Biddle of the Anerloan Friends Ser¬ 
vice Connittee woro present* your letter of the 27th was read and the 
whole proposition discussed. Vincent and T?lll Biddle both objected from 
the point of view of the American Friends Service Corr'lttee to ymr be¬ 
coming a secretary of tho Fellowship and to the Fellowship paying you 
anything for news releasee to editors* for editing Boonomie FelloveMp* 
or other F. 0* P. material* They said that you wore doing a valuable 
■Job with your fi* K. 8** but that this service would be oornronlsed If 
It were known that you wore on the payroll of the F* 0* H* or that you 
had an official professional tie-up with us* They wanted to safeguard 
your refutation as an independent export in poeoo research not employed 
by a propaganda organ!eat!on* As yo-i had strongly stated in both your 
letter and conversations with ue that you would not enter Into any «r- 
TOngonerts with uo that were not wholly agreeable to the Service Cmimittee 
and Ite reprosentativee* both Kilby and I understood -that this completely 
ended the propoaals of the FellwfMp employing you ee o secretory or as 
an editor of Economic Fellowship* or to send out F. 0* R* news releasee 
to labor paoors, or to oditoour news bulletin pamphlets and prepare 

P* 0* R« literature* This knocked suoh a hole in the original plan that 
T wrote you on October 1 "Apparently we are stalled unless someone cam 
propose a now solution," 

(2) On October 29 1 wrote Informing you that our lit¬ 
erature program would bo in charge of a oomlttee of whlOh Kirby vms 
chairman and on vhleh you were not i noludod (because of the opttlons 
of Vincent Kieholson and rill Biddle referred to above). Its plans* 
however* called for the use of your research fhoilltlee end the olrwls- 
tlon of TTorld Rvents to F. 0. R, mergers. 8onetime after tMe you told 
Kirty tlmt it v'Uld not ho practicable for the Fellowship to use the 
facilities of your of floe for railing out vorld Events or the F* 0, R, 
mgarino which Iferold Foy was to edit using tho assistant of n part- 
tfno person in your office. Kirby did not convey this Information 
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to no* I suppose that either ho or I traveling. 

(S) Best you celled me on the telephone end I think that 
I then cave you fee substance of what I had .just dictated In a letter to 
you dated Eovemher 26* I an certain that I told you I oould not guarantoo 
any arrangement with you at the present time bo cause both Harold Fey 
and our executive eoamittee would have to ho consulted. I said that 
T personally thought some arrangement rould be worked out including tho 
use of your Information service and (not having heard from Kirby as above) 
some use of your printer and of floe staff and facilities for the produc¬ 
tion and mlllng out of Fellowship literature to be supervised and edited 
by Harold Fey* You will retaerber, however, that In both my telephone oon- 
voreatlon and letter of Tiovember 26 I said that I did not think Fey should 
live In T?llton, but that his base should be In our offioe here. 

(4) Jimt before our council meeting on December 1 1 eh owed 

your letter of Tiovember 28 to Kliby. Ho then told me that we oould not 
two your mailing facilities, but that even Tiorld Events would be shinned 
to us In bundle orders rttloh wo would then haw to distritnte and mil 
out from here. About the only service from your offioe wMoh then seemed

Sow residing other points raised in your letter ef Deoembor 
6, Kirby and 1 did not see how any of tho above stepo or anything dona up 
to the present refleets in the least on the eher&oter and value of your 
news service. Kirby, who node tho announcement about our literature plans 
at the Woodmnt conference, oortMnly oould not hnvo Bald that the Fellow¬ 
ship would use the B. H. 8. or that we were proponing to employ ytn for _ 
any other news service. Sueh Idea* bad been completely Mbriut at the 
first meeting at wh oh oooperation with you ms dismissed theta Moholoen 
and Biddle took the poeltion I have related. In tho same vay Kirby's 
letter to ?Hss rfcreton, whloh was not written until after tho Voodnont 
oonforenoe, oould not haws asked for a contribution from her on the 
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aooro that 10 m of it mold bo devoted to your work, His request ms 
for the literature program of the Fellowship and not particularly re¬ 
lated as to the offiee facilities where this should be produced. I 
see as reason why you should not now innke your own independent apceal to 
Miss f tors ton to help your 1. 8. as she has do no in former years , but 

1 think that it would be a great uiotfths for you to sug eat to her that 
she no-” subtract anything of wh-t she has pledged to the Fellowship. 

She is not likely to retract this pledge and Kirby, who is now in Calif¬ 
ornio, would certainly oppose it. X shouid think it wight still he possible 
that Mis# Iterators would give to your veluable work for she oertainly 
gives to a nuralser of enterprtses and the $2 ,000 whioh she is confc ribut— 
ing to the Fellowship will not exhaust all that she has. In any* ease, 

I iSiihk it was not n large amount which sh© formerly contributed to you. 

Lest year she gave the Fellowship $560o Therefor®, the increase In her 
contribution to the Fellowship for 1935 will not be fully $2,000. 

How, Dews re, I sm terribly sorry for the chock and upset 
which seems to have occurred to your plans* Both Kirby and I are pre¬ 
pared to recoitnend to our conndttee that Korld Events be sent to F« 0. R. 
members for one year with nothing said about it being an experimental 
plan. Of course, we cannot oesmtit our council in advance, tut this is 
what we will recommend. Ho ootanitments can be undo to you, the F.O.R. 
secretaries, er anyone else beyond the period of n© year. Thet is WT 
settled policy* 

Fhen you come to Bew York I would be glad to talk with you 
aod If you tave further ideas as to what we can or should consider now,

My clear Kirby: 

You will note by the change of address that the church to which 
you had some part in calling me finally did extend the call and 
here we are. 

The work is opening up in an unusually fine way and I am antici¬ 
pating many good things. The town is probably the most radical 
socially of any in the United States. On the other hand, theo¬ 
logically it is probably the most conservative due to the large 
proportion of Lutherans, and even our Methodist brethren here are 
badly snarled in the woods from the theological point of view. 

However, the matter on my mind is this. A group of us here in 
the Chicago area who conducted our Social Action Conference three 
years ago feel that the time is right for another such conference, 
devoting this to the strategy of the conscientious objector in the 
time of war. Something must be done and in an organized way to 
lend support and direction to this great company of young people 
who refuse to further participate in war. Should another war 
break out immediately, probably the greater majority of these 
would drift into the system due to the fact that there is no 
program or agency to shepherd them. Some of us in this neighbor¬ 
hood have been, thinking about the possibilities of organizing a 
movement among the churches to get this done. 

Personally, I have been thinking of you as the strategic man in 
the United States to head up this movement among the Christians. 

I think you will agree with me that the need is imperative. In the 
very near future I shall meet with some of the men in and near 
Chicago to look the matter squarely in the face and I would at that 
time like to have your reactions as to the matter involved. 

Briefly, my idea is that we ought to get together and organize a 
strategy of action both for those who might be called in a draft 
and also for those of us who are beyond draft age. That might in¬ 
volve the technique of how to get on. in prison, what to do about 
publicity, various methods of education and action which any 
minority might take. Indeed, I would be happy to get your reactions
